LONDON, Feb. 11.—(4)>—Brite 
ish and French troops were ,re- 
ported tonight by a field corre- 
spondent in the Mateur area to 
have set the long-dormant north- 
ern front in Tunisia into action 
with a continuing attack that has 
advanced them, about eight miles. 

The report came from a _—- 
correspondent in the Mateur sec 
tor—about 15 miles south of Bi- 
zerte—who declared that Allied 
troops including British and 
French Commandos attacked the 
| Italian-held line in the northern 
area at dawn yesterday. 

The smash carried eight miles 
deep over an area of about 100 
square miles, he said, adding: 

“By evening the men reached 
their primary objectives. 
| “According to information so 
far available, the operation has 
gone well, but full results will not 
be known until the second sweep 
now in progress has been com- 
pleted.” 

There was no word of the attack 
immediately from any other 
sources. 

Meanwhile, far to the south on 
the vital Tunisian battlefront, th 
British Eighth Army was reported 
fighting 20 miles inside the south- 
ern border from Libya, pounding 
the retreating forces of Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel with ar- 
tillery fire east of Ben Gardane.

From ‘Lozovaya, which is 75 
miles south of Kharkov, the near- 
est point on the Dnieper is the 
city of Dnieperopetrovsk, site of 
the great hydroelectric dam, 
which the Russians themselves de- 
stroyed in their retreat more than 
a year ago. 

By knifing through to the Khar- 
kov-Crimean railway at Lozovaya | 
the Russians have split the Ger- | 
man armies at Kharkov’ from) 
those in the Donets basin.

Held as Accessory in 
Pulliam Case. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
CHATSWORTH, Ga., Feb. 11.— 
As the trial of Mark Pulliam, 


charged with the death of his wife 
and five children in a home fire 
near here November 2 entered the 
second day in Murray county su- 
perior court, the grand jury failed 
to indict Della Mae Hall, wh» has 
been held on the charge of being 
an accessory in the case. 

It had been claimed that the 
Dalton woman had heen seen in 
company with Pulliam on _ the 
weekend of the fire on a Mon- 
day - morning. 

Dr. C. C. Russell, Chatsworth 
physician, testified that early in 
September he sold Pulliam a four- 
ounce bottle of chloroform and 
that Pulliam told him he wanted 
to use it on a mule that was hard 
to shoe. He stated that in his 
opinion that quantity of the drug 
would be sufficient to chloroform 
five or six people. 

Drug Not Needed. 

L. B. Greeson, a Gordon county 
blacksmith, testified that he had 
been shoeing Pulliam’s mules and 
that he had owned the same mules 
more than two years and that it 
was not necessary to use chloro- 
form on them when being shod. 

Sheriff J. W. Morrison, of Mur: 
ray county, testified that on the 
day of the fire he went to where 
Pulliam was working near Dalton 
to arrest him and was accom- 
panied by Tom Crow, Whitfield 
deputy, and by C. L. Patterson, 
Chatsworth policeman. He said 
Pulliam inquired as to what he 
was charged with and we told him 
that his home had been burned 
and that some of his family had 
also been burned. The sheriff 
said that Pulliam did not make 
any inquiry as to which members 
of his family had been burned 
and showed no emotion whatever; 
that on his way to Chatsworth 
Pylliam voluntarily remarked “I 
think as much of my family as 
any man.” 

Dr. E. H. Dickie, local physi- 
cian, testified that he served on 
the coroner’s’jury that probed the 
fire, and that he later went to 
the undertaker’s establishment in 
Dalton and viewed the body of 
Mrs. Pulliam, and that he found 
a wound about. three inches long 
on her abdomen, that in his opin- 
ion had been made by a sharp in- 
strument. 

Clay Kenemer, Dalton under- 
taker, told the jury he saw “a 
suspicious looking mark” on Mrs. 
Pulliam’s body and called for S. 
H. Kelly, acting coroner, to come 
to Dalton and look at it. 

It has been claimed by Pul- 
liam that the wounds allegedly 
found on Mrs. Pulliam’s body 
could have been caused by an op- 
eration she had undergone. 

Neighbor .at Home. 

Mrs. Ethel Moore, a neighbor, 
testified that she went to the Pul- 
liam home on the night before the 
fire to see about getting the chil- 
dren to pick cotton, that she stay- 
ed there until about 11 o’clock 
and that Pulliam did not come 
home while she was there. 

Mozelle Pulliam; 14-year-old 
daughter of the defendant, said 
that she and the other children 
worked in the fields of neighbors 
to get money with which to buy 
clothes. -She also testified that no 
insurance was carried on her or 
on her brother Junior and sister 
Lovelle, the three children who 
were not burned to death in the 
fire.

Basically, Sovietism means collectivized control of all 
economic resources and activities in the land. From this idea 
and this policy Russia has not deviated since the start of 
the first Five-Year Plan in 1928. 


It has no individual enterprise, 
neither in the city nor in the vil- 
lage. The few remaining individ- 
ual landholdings and the open 
markets do not invalidate the fun- 
damental fact that. private busi- 
ness as an institution is gone, and 


that all the powers of the party 


and the government are arrayed 
against its return. 
Sharp Contrast. 

On this issue America and Rus- 
sia present their sharpest con- 
trast. 

Under a system of private en- 
terprise America has achieved her 
most expansive economic develop- 
ment, the greatest the world has 
ever known. Were it not for this 
spectacular achievement of private 
enterprise in our country the very 
idea of a Russian Five-Year Plan 
never would have been born. 
American industrial achievement, 
American engineers, American 
blueprints have been the inspira- 
tion of all the plans. Technolo- 
gically the plans have meant the 
Americanization of Russia. But 
this Americanization—or, as the 
Russians say, mechanization—of 


the country has been achieved not | 


under a system of individual but 
collectivized enterprise. 

Fight for System. 
Whatever we may feel about it, 
however the Russian system may 
be repugnant to us and contrary 
to our experience, _ tradition, 
habit of thought or individual am- 
bition, in Russia it has come to 
stay, unless the government

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ment is forced on the nation. 
There is not a chance in the 
world of the Russians abandoning 
or modifying the foundations of 
their economic system. The young 
generation knows no other. Any 
attempt to exert pressure, direct 
or indirect, gfom the outside to 
achieve a change is certain to 
meet with mighty-defiance on the 
part of the Russian people, and 
will be resisted with every drop 
of Russian emergy and Russian 
blood. 
Survived Strain. { 
It must be emphasized that in 
Russia this mode of economic con- 
trol is no longer regarded even by 
former private! bankers or manu- 
facturers as an experiment. The 
system has survived the strain of 
the cruelest and most desperate 
war Russia has ever fought, above 
all a mechanized war. Despite 
German’s much older and more 
seasoned industrial machine, 


put, Russia, with the increasing 
sid of American and British 
equipment, has been able to stage 
a swift and vigorous counter-of- 
fensive. We must reconcile our- 
selves to the thought that col- 
lectivized control of property 1s as 
basic to Russian life today as 
national consciousness, and will 
be as violently defended and up- 
held. 
Erection of Factories. 

The new Russia which the war 
has revealed also nas demon- 
strated something else equally 
momentous. It has learned to build 
factories, the largest and most 
complicated, with its own hands 
and its own resources. In the 
very midst of war the Russians 
have erected and equipped hun- 
dreds of new factories, among

Russia has been going Russian 
more and more all the time. Every 
military leader in Russian history, 
w -ther Czar, prince or count, has 
been lifted to a pedestal of na- 
tional glory. Not only Peter the 
Great but Ivag the Terrible (now 
called only Ivan the Fourth) has 
become a national hero. Sergei 
Eisenstein, Russia’s noted motion 
picture director, has been at work 
more than a year on a film dealing 
with the life and reign of Ivan the 
Fourth, whom the Russians now 
regard as one of the greatest 
statesmen in their history. Never 
under the Romanovs was this czar 
so lauded and_ 24glorified. The 
Soviets naturally laud him today 
not for his errors and misdeeds, 
but for his contribution to Russian 
statehood and Russian national 
unity. 

| Nevsky, Marx Heroes, 

| “Alexander Nevsky,” said a 
British observer in Moscow, “is a 
‘Breater hero in Russia than Kar! 
Marx.” 

This does not mean the Rus- 
Sians have abandoned Marx. They 
have not. It does mean that Prince 
Alexander Nevsky, mighty con- 
queror of Germans in the thir- 
teenth century, rouses deeper and 
more natural emotions than the 
founder of so-called scientific so- 
Clalism. 

As times goes on, Russia, I am 
convinced, will become more and 
more Russian. This does not mean 
she will withdraw more and more 
into her own national shell and 
pay no heed whatever to the out- 
Side world. 

People in America often ask 
what Russians will want to do at 
the end of the war. No one can 
possibly answer this question now, 
for much depends on how, when 
and under what circumstances the 
war will end. After spending 
seven months in Russia and trav- 
eling more or less extensively, to 
the limit of the permission granted 
me, I have the feeling that the 
Russians want nothing so much as 
to bind and heal their wounds and

But I must repeat: much de- 
pends on the shape of things to 
come and on the international re- 
lationships that are built up or 
spring up in the Allied world.

are certain to recognize it and to 
| battle against it with all the physi- 


cal and spiritual power at their 
command. 

It should also be kept in mind 
that Russia is the most powerful 
nation in Asia. Not even Japan 
can now match the heavy and 
machine-building industry which 
Russia possesses in the Urals, 
Siberia and central Asia. 

It is especially important to re- 
member this fact in any attempt 
to visualize post-war policies and

Sure passage of the measure extending voting privileges 
to 18-year-olds, indorsed by the senate after a ribald session 
of debate yesterday, was predicted last night by Roy Harris, 
speaker of the house of representatives 


“We may h@ve a fight before it’s 
over,” said the little round man 
from Augusta, “but we'll put it 
through.” ) 

The legislation went through the 
house on first reading yesterday 
after the senate, in a hilarious 
mood, indorsed it 39 to 8. Debate 
brought out senators’ ideas: on 
Communism, who wears the pants 
in the home, the facts of life, the 
comparative mentalities of youths 
and legislators and the principles 
of democracy. 

Sound of Voice. 

“Everyone within the sound of 
my voice,” boomed Senator Wal- 
ter Harrison, of Millen, “knows 
that not 25 per cent of the legisla- 
tors know everything that has 
gone on during this session.” 

Harrison, sponsor of the resolu 
tion, said that young people 
“know what it’s all about. 

“Children 15 years old today 


know more about the facts life 
than you knew when you re 
25,”’ Harrison said in answer to the 


arguments of the opposition that 
the youthful mind was not capable 
of mature judgment at the polls. 

“The boys off fighting now will 
all be 21 years old when they get 
back,” Senator G. Everett Millican 
of Atlanta put in. “Some. will 
start voting at 18 and some of 
them will remain 18 for the rest 
of their lives, like some of those 
voting today” 

Leaders Hesitant. 

Administration leaders 
hesitant about bringing the bill 
up, but brought it to the floor 
after a series of conferences be 
tween Governor Arnall and doubt 
ful senators. 

“Swell!” boomed the Governor 
when advised of the senate and 
house action. “I’m delighted about 
it. I'm pleased as a pickle. Wheth 
er it finally passes or not, it will 
be a burning issue for years to 
come.

Two-thirds of the farmers of the nation are 
expecting to increase the production of their 
acres this year. They are eager to meet the 
food demands of war.

. Numerous bills—“loral bills’—have been in- 
troduced in the Georgia legislature which, 
analyzed, have the same general purpose. That 
is, to increase the salaries paid to various local 
officials such as judges, commissioners, mayors, 
etc. Many of these bills have already passed, 

Regardless of the value of services perform- 
ed by any official, this is all wrong. There 
“should be no such salary increases at a time 
when salaries in other employment have been 
“frozen,” when local governments are faced 
with the problem of maintaining essential pub- 
lic services on reduced tax revenues. 

The federal government has forbidden sal- 
ary increases for men or women in private 
employment, in what is Known as “white col- 
iar” jobs. By a legal technicality, government 
officials and employes are exempt from this 
restriction. 

Nevertheless no official worthy of his post 
should accept any salary increase under present 
conditions. Even though the law permits it, 
there is a strong ethical] factor which should 
cause any public official who is beneficiary of 
such salary increase to feel shame and em- 


barrassment. 
Almost all officials of the various counties 


and municipalities of Georgia who would re- 
ceive the salary increases proposed in the dif- 
ferent legislative bills, were elected to their 
posts by the people. They knew at the time 
they ran for these jobs the amount of salary 
attached. 

Probably—in fact, most certainly—many of 
the salary increases sought have been earned. 
In normal times there would be no objection 
to such recognition of valued service rendered. 
But these are not ordinary times. 

The federal government is struggling to 
prevent inflation and disastrous increase in 
the cost of living. Every time wages or salaries 
of any of us are increased, it makes that fight 
against inflation the more difficult. A ceiling 
has been placed upon wages of workers in 
industry, under the well-known “Little Steel” 
formula. White collar workers, as said, have 
had their salaries frozen for the duration. 
Higher salaried executives have been limited 
to net incomes of $25,000 per year. 

Many of us, when organized labor demands 
wage increases, feel the workers are betraying 
the nation at war. When a public official 
accepts a salary increase, the principle of what 
he does is no different from that of the union 
worker who demands higher pay for his work. 

Among the salary-hiking bills now before 
the legislature, is one to raise the pay of five 
Fulton county officials from $6,000 to $7,500 a 
year. These five officials are all excellent men 
in their posts. Thef are conscientious and 
high class citizens. But, if they realize what 
is ethically and patriotically involved in such 
salary raises at this time, they will ask the 
legislature not to enact that bill. If they accept 
the increases they will, thereby, indicate they 
are less worthy of the confidence the public 
has reposed in them than bas hitherto been 
believed. 

In the same category are several bills already 
introduced which wovld increase: the pay 
received by members of the legislature them- 
selves. 

The amounts involved. may, be small. It is 
not this which is the issue. It is the principle 
of the thing: Public officials and members of 
the assembly are, properly, looked upon as 
leaders. They should, therefore, set good 
example for all of us. 


And good citizenship, at this time, calls for 


equality of sacrifice, united effort to maintain 
the strength of the nation. It is neither worthy 
leadership nor good citizenship to take from the 
public treasury, at this time, for increased offi- 
cial salaries.

The Churchill speech was of the utmost importance and its 
revelations are more important, even, than were those in the first 
announcement of the historic Casablanca conference. 


APPEAL TO ALL The Churchill statement moved me greatly. 
He revealed that unified command. under 
America’s General Eisenhower, has been arranged in Africa. 

The Free French army has been brought under the American 
command, thus avoiding the friction which would have followed 
any English command. 

Mr. Churchill’s report was of tremendous import and power 

He declared that within nine months there would be a heavy 
blow struck at the enemy. He said that Russia knew that the 
submarine war had to be won before any real attack could be made. 

All in all, it appears there is complete understanding between 
this country, England, Russia and China. 

Mr. Churchill wisely did not discuss the Fighting French. Vichy 
political situation in Africa. The Fighting French there are angry 
with Britain, a condition which grew out of the nava! attack by 
De Gaulle and Great Britain more than a year ago. Any discussion 
by him would have been undiplomatic. The Americans seem to 
be handling it in a manner pleasing to the Fighting French despite 
some statements to tne contrary in this country.

In any case they were 
self-reliant youngsters with minds of their own who asked why and 
how-come and didn’t hesitate to argue with a teacher who exposed 
her ignorance. . 

Doubtless many of these people changed as they grew up, but 
most of them remained true to type. 

The ones who were meek and timid and the natural-born fol- 
lowers have no conception or understanding of what citizenship 
means in’a free land. 

This doesn’t mean they are bad citizens. They may rank with 
the finest people of the community. They are likely to be orderly 
and law-abiding and well-behaved. They are loyal supporters of 
righteous causes, unless some plausible demagogue fools them. They 
would be ideal citizens under a dictator. : 

But they do not realize that free people, having assumed the 
powers once held by kings, must also bear a king’s responsibilities. 
Having elected public servants, they wash their hands of public 
affairs. They follow an accepted leader blindly, and wou!d not 
dream of criticizing him or any of his works. Any criticism by 
others seems to them a shocking disloyalty if not actual blasphemy. 
“Theirs not to reason why.” 

The individualists are the critics. What their public servant 
does is done in their name, and it had better be right. They don't 
give anybody a blank check. They feel responsible for public 
affairs, and any official folly is their personal shame. This is their 
country, and this war is their business, and they dont intend to 
keep still when officials blunder. 

Citizens of this type are very annoying to the great, but except 
for then we'd drift inevitably into a dictatorship.

Editor, Constitution: I would 
like to call your attention to a bill 
now before the general assembly. 
The bill to put Fulton county em- 
ployes under civil service. In my 
opinion this is not a civil service 
bill; it is nothing but a bill to per- 
petuate certain county employes 
in their jobs. This is a bad bill 
and not the democratic way of do- 
ing things. It is job insurance. 

This bill will take away from the 
people the right to choose their 
employes.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—I did not have space to tell you 
yesterday that last Sunday, in Portland, Maine, when my train | 
arrived a little after 9 p. m., Mrs. Eleanore Herrick met me and | 

took me out to the shipyards to see the women | 
working on the night shift. They have a great | 
many women at werk and it was really very | 
dramatic to see the plant at night. 
The women all seemed extremely interested. 
One of them told me that she drove 50 miles | 
with her husband and four other workers | 
every day. Another told me she had an 18 | 
mile bus ride each way. I understand that | 
these women would like to work without a 
day off, since Maine has no law requiring one 
day of rest in seven. The women know that 
ot ae this is a chance that may not last to make 
po meee money and to put it aside. 

Maihe people are thrifty, but I think they are a little too hope- 
ful that making a supreme effort will bring the war to a rapid 
close. They must count on a fairly long pull. I doubt if anyone 
could stand constant work without a day’s rest. The women par- 
ticularly should consider this. 

In talking to the women I found that many had older children 
who were being looked after by other members of their families 
temporarily. Even in that case, it seems to me wise for a mother 
to spend at least one day a week catching up on what her children 
are doing.

Foul Breath. 

I am 36 years old. Have had 
all my teeth repaired by a reliable 
dentist, and use a good mouthwash 
several times a day, yet have an 
unpleasant breath.

Answer—Better than soda used 
to relieve sour stomach, acidity, 
heartburn and the like, is preci- 
pitated chalk, calcium carbonate, 
five or 10 grains being a fair dose 
—taken in powder or tablet form 
or a teaspoonful of compound 
chalk mixture (liquid flavored 
with cinnamon). Reverse peris- 
talsis may account for bad breath, 
heartburn, waterbrash, coated ton- 
gue. But what causes the reverse 
peristalsis or regurgitation in your 
particular case?

Day 
in and day out we shall heap tons 
upon tons of explosives upon their 
war factories and utilities and sea- 
ports.” 

That is no idle language or 
empty threat, as 19 smoking ma- 
jor German cities prove up to the 
present, without counting the less- 
er damage and effect on bombed 
military and industrial areas in 
occupied lands. 

Furthermore, creaking German 
railway traffic has been snarled 
up to the breaking point through 
destructive air raids on the net 
work points and against valuable 
rolling stock. 

Wrecked War Factories. 

Wrecked war factories and shat- 
tered transport facilities are begin- 
ning to handicap the former high- 
ly geared Nazi war machine, to 
say nothing of the strain on, Ger- 
man nerve and morale the fecur- 
rent Allied bombings have had. 

On the basis of information 
from the best available sources in- 
cluding underground reports from 
inside Germany, it is evident that 
the hoped-for internal crackup at 
present remains in the conjectural 
stage. 

The last Hitler bolt evidently 
has not yet been shot, and Gesta- 
po control by far outshines any ef- 
,fective underground movement. 
"But the importanf conclusion 
reached on the basis of the above 
reports is that the “thunder-bolt- 
ing” of 19 major German cities 
has deeply and seriously injured 
both morale and industry, while 
vastly increasing the difficulties of 
an already harassed Reich. 

It can be assumed, therefore, 
that an air onslaught on Germany 
of tenfold proportion to any pre- 
vious ones, as implied in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s words, is sure to 
rip wide fissures in the domestic, 
industrial and military structure 
of the Reich and rip@n it for the

The department plans, the re- 
port said, to pay farmers for each 
acre “‘on the basis of the amount 
by which the farmer exceeds 90 
per cent of his acreage goal for 
these crops up to 110 per cent of 
the goal.” 

The payments are to be calcu- 
lated at the rate of 50 cents a 
bushel of the formal yield of po- 
tatoes; $20 an acre for dried 
beans; $15 for dried peas and soy- 
beans; $30 for peanuts; $8 for 
grain sorghums; $10 for flax and 
$50 for vegetables. :

Payments of family allowances 
under the service men’s depend- 
ents’ allowance act have, in some 


instances, been delayed due to 
neglect of soldiers to file a formal 
application, Colonel John H. Bush, 
Army emergency relief branch, 
headquarters Fourth Service Com- 
}-mand, said yesterday. 

Upon ‘approval! of the act, many 
soldiers filed informal applications 
with their organizations in order 
to establish a filing date for their 
formal applications, to be filed 
| later, and to insure the deduction 

'or $22 or $27 each month from 
| their pay so it would not be neces- 
sary for all deductions to be made 

when submitting the formal appli- 
cation, he pointed out. 

However, the fact that either 
$22 or $27 is being deducted from 
'a soldier’s pay is not evidence that 
jan application is completed. In all 
‘cases, Colonel Bush pointed out, 
‘the soldier must file with his or- 
| ganization commander the official 
War Department A. G. O. form No. 
'625 before the allowance can be 
|approved for payment and soldiers 
i'should send applicant’s copy of 
|this form to their dependents to 
‘facilitate tracing in the event pay- 
/ments are delayed. 

These application blanks may 
‘be obtained at Army posts, camps 
and stations, at any of the Army 
service command headquarters, at 
local chapters of the American Red 
Cross and at Army emergency re- 
lief offices.
